of those who have made honorable records in the history of 
the race. 

It is also the conviction of your committee that, judged 
by any and every standard, John Evans was a great man. 
Like other members of the human family he was not perfect, 
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for he made mistakes, but like his personal friend, Abraham 
Lincoln, he helped to build a better type of civilization than 
that he inherited, or found in existence when he was called 
to meet the responsibilities of life. As a man he interested 
himself in all that pertained to the welfare of society and in 
the development of all the resources of the State. As a citi- 
zen he was loyal to the constituted authorities, and filled 
with great acceptability and credit the honorable positions 
to which he was called. Asa Christian he was loyal to his 
church, yet possessed of that catholicity of spirit which en- 
abled him to appreciate the worth of Christian character 
wherever found. He was a loyal supporter of and progres- 
sive leader in the church of his early choice, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. There is not a single history of his 
church, written during his active life, that does not make 
honorable mention of him. In the introduction of laymen 
into the General Conference he had an important part. 
Largely, we believe, through his commanding influence was 
this change effected at the time it was. 

Through his plans and efforts the Northwestern Univer- 
sity at Evanston, Illinois, became a possibility and a fact. 
He also made possible the University of Denver, of which 
he was the founder and liberal supporter to the last hour of 
his active life. His contributions to the cause of education, 
in the aid of the different churches and for general charity, 
if known, would reach into the many thousand; and had not 
his fortune melted away during these trying days, near the 
close of his life, he would doubtless have given the assist- 
ance so greatly needed by many of the struggling churches 
and institutions of Methodism in the greater West. 

It is fitting that a memorial be erected here in Colorado 
where his life work was so largely wrought out. Itis emin- 
ently fitting that the Methodist Episcopal Church should 
have a share in the honor of erecting this memorial. It will 
be as a voice speaking of good things for every cause in 
which the church is interested. 

Your committee would, therefore, recommend that the 
Conference approve of the proposition to erect a statue to 
the memory of this distinguished citizen and loyal member 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church; that we recommend, 
farther, a popular subscription for this purpose to be taken 
in all the churches under such arrangements as may be 
made by the District Conferences, or by the Presiding E]- 
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ders and Pastors, according to their best judgment. These 
offerings, as far as practicable, to be made in November.

Publishing Commission. 

The Publishing Commission appointed at the session of 
the Colorado Conference heldin Leadville,Colorado, August 
20th to 3lst, 1895, for the purpose of establishing and conduct- 
iny the affairs of an “Advocate” to be published in the inter- 
ests of Methodism in the Rocky Mountain region, begs leave 
to report: 

That acting under its instructions, the Committee organ- 
ized for business during the month of September, 1896. It 
considered very carefully theadvisability of establishing an 
“Advocate,” and aftercanvassing the matter thoroughly, be- 
lieving that such a publication would be of great benefit to 
Methodism in this section of the country, it entered into a 
contract with Doctor Daniel L. Rader, secured by a satisfac- 
tory bond, to publish on his own personal responsibility a 
paper every week, until the next General Conference of the 
church. 

A copy of the contract accompanies this report. 

The committee selected as Editor, Doctor C. B. Spencer, 
who was unanimously elected to that position. 

The first publication was made on December 18th, 1896, 
and the paper has appeared regularly every week since that 
date. 

It has now on its subscription list 1824 subscribers.

Education. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


1. We note with pleasure the increasing prosperity and 
usefulness of our Board of Education. We learn from the 
report submitted to us that seventeen hundred and fifty-four 
students, in one hundred and forty-two institutions of learn- 
ing, were aided during the past year against sixteen hundred 
students in one hundred and thirty institutions last year. 
Our conference has received its due share in the distribution 
of the funds of the board, eleven students, belonging within 
the bounds of our conference, having been aided last year to 
the amount of four hundred and ninety-five dollars. Weare 
pleased to record the further fact that the contributions of 
the conference to the educational fund during the past year 
have been seven hundred and sixty-six dollars, a sum much 
in excess of the amount loaned to the students. We com- 
mend most highly the work of the Board of Education to our 
churches and recommend the continued observance of Chil- 
dren’s Day in the interests of this work. We recognize, in 
this general connection, the value of the work of the Chau- 
tauqua Literary and Scientific Circles,and would recommend 
that local circles be organized wherever practicable. 
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UNIVERSITY OF DENVER. 


2. Itis with the profoundest sense of gratitude to Almigh- 
ty God that we report the magnificent work of the various 
schools comprising the University of Denver. The loyalty 
and self-sacrifice of the faculties constitute an inspiring 
scene, that should fill with a like spirit the entire constitu- 
ency of the institution. Out from a year of the greatest per- 
plexity and embarrassment have been wrung results of the 
most gratifying character. Fifty-one persons have completed 
the courses of the various departments and have graduated 
with honor. The largest attendance in the history of the 
school has been recorded in the midst of the severest strin- 
gency of these trying years. Pree and popular courses of 
University Extension lectures, to overflowing audiences, 
have been given in Denver by members of the faculty of the 
College of Liberal Arts. 

The Medical College is recognized as the strongest in this 
Rocky Mountain region, with animmediate future of bright- 
est promise The Law Department, with its admirable ar- 
rangements for the accommodation of night students, has a 
profound hold upon the legal profession. and those looking 
toward it. The Liff School of Theology, with enlarged num- 
bers, registers a growing faculty with notable additions as 
follows: Newell S Albright, D. D., Professorof Biblical and 
Historical Theology, having ‘already completed a year of re- 
markable work; Arthur H. Briggs, Dean and Professor of 
Practical Theology ; Herbert FP. Briggs, Professor of New 
Testament Exegesis ;C. V. Anthony, D. D., Adjunct Professor 
of Practical Theology. 

The University, in its large cluster of co-operating 
schools, constitutes a center of culture of which we may well 
be proud, to which should be given our heartiest and most 
unqualified support, and in which all ouryoung people may 
find every needed facility for thorough and Christian disci- 
pline of the highest quality and efficiency. 

While not sectarians, we rejoice that our conference 
school at University Park, is distinctly ( hristian in charac- 
ter. Itsfaculty is composed of men and women whose hearts 
God has touched. Their cheerful Christian spirit has been 
largely imbibed by the students, a large proportion of whom 
are Christians witha still larger proportion coming from 
Christian homes. Divine worship is held in the institution 
daily throughout theschool year. Some of the students have 
been co onverted during eachyear. The Young Men’s andthe 
Young Women’s Chr istian Associations have done constant 
and efficient service in conserving the spiritual welfare of 
every student. While these facts are gratifying, we cannot 
emphasize too much the value of effort for the ‘hig hest pos- 
sible religious life in all departments of the institution. 

3. In the death of Hon. John Evans we recognize that a 
princeanda greatmanistallenin[srael. He took a lively in- 
terest inallour greatenterprises andwasourtar-sighted coun- 
selorin prosperity, and ready helper in time of need. His rec- 
ord isan abiding element in the general history of Colorado; 
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especially in the history of Methodism and our great educa- 
tional institution, the University of Denver. We give thanks 
to God for the largeness of his munificence among us. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


4. The financial condition of the University is worthy of 
the fulleststatementand most carefulstudy. Theamountand 
character of our property is a ground of congratulation. A 
brief summary of this will be of interest. 

a. Property in Denver ; Seminary Building, corner of 
Fourteenth and Arapahoe streets, covering ten lots ; Haish 
Building, covering three lots; store buildings, on Market 
ces between bifteenth and Sixteenth streets, covering three 

ots. 

b. Property at University Park: Seventeen hundred and 
sixty-five lots ; University Hall ; the Lliff School of Theology 
Building ; Chamberlin Observatory ; Wycliffe College; The 
Commons. 

c. Property near University Park; The Johnson Tract, 
composed of five acres: The Fabor Tract, composed of four 
acres; The Byers Tract, and sixty-five lots in Evanston. 
These buildings with grounds, lots and tracts constitute a 
property that compares favorably with many of the oldest 
institutions of the land. When property is atits normal value 
the total assets of the institution are equal to that of all the 
churches and parsonages in the Conference. 

d. For several years the University debt has been a mat- 
ter of painful interest to the Conference. We itemize the 
present situation of the debt:

We congratulate the trustees on having raised and paid 
$30,000 of debt during the year, since January, 1897. 

There is at present provisional subscription of $25,000, 
half of which becomes due when $45,000 more is raised, and 
all of it will be due when the entire debt is provided for in 
good subscriptions. The University needs most urgently that 
this entire debt shall be liquidated at the earliest possible 
date. To that end, with painful realization of allthe burdens 

‘now pressing upon churches and pastors, we nevertheless 
deem this work of such vital importance that we recommend : 
First, that every possible effort be put forth co-operating with 
officers of the University in their plans to relieve the school 
of thisincubus of debt; second, that we personally make every 
reasonable sacrifice to aid this cause; third, that on aSunday 
in November next, we holda University Rally onourcharges, 
at which time the interests of the University shall be pre- 
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sented and a collection taken, every effort being madeat this 
time, and by personal solicitation before and afterward, that 
the entire membership and congregation may be reached in 
this interest. 

It would be a source of blessing, both to the local 
churches and the University, as well as furnishing splendid 
opportunity to worthy poor young people, if one hundred 
perpetual free scholarships could be secured for the institu- 
tion. Anumberof ourcharges might secure these and thus 
connect themselves directly with a noblecause that would 
go through the years multiplying blessings. 

A boys’ dormitory is an immediate necessity in the insti- 
tution, thatithe expense of young men in college may be kept 
at the lowest practicable figure,and the present temporary 
accommodations of this nature be made permanent and ade- 
quate to coming needs.

Epworth League. 


There are times of great development movements in the 
history of religion. The great awakening among the young 
people of the Christian churches at the present time is des- 
tined to become one of these historic epochs. 

The campaign for this twentieth century movement has 
been planned ona magnificent scale: Some of the distinc- 
tive aims and lines of operation are as follows: 

first—The bringing of the whole of the membership of 
the churches up to a high standard of personal piety. 

Second—Great battallions of young missionaries are to in- 
vade every unchristianized country and speedily win the 
world for Christ. We are soon to cease singing, “The morn- 
ing light is breaking,” and in its stead are to sing, “Behold 
the noon-tide draweth nigh.” 

Third—A systematic and victorious assault is to be made: 
upon the black legions of the liquor traffic. This “monstrum 
horrendum” cannot long stand in the face of your young 
people’s army. Their quickened consciences will battle 
down every stronghold of intemperance, and hand over to 
Christ a sober world. 

Fourth—This campaign will not cease until civil order is 
established in every land. Wars, strikes and dissensions 
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must pass away in the presence of the white banners of these 
legions of peace. 

We, the members of the Colorado Conference, hail this 
auspiciousday. The Epworth League is a part of this great 
religious evolution Our young Methodists, in harmony 
with the spirit of the times, form one of the advancing col- 
umns. They will ever be found at the front and in the thick- 
est of the battles. We pray God’s blessing upon the Epworth 
League and felicitate with its members in every victory 
won. 

We note with pleasure the attitude of the “Rocky Moun- 
tain Christian Advocate” toward the spirit and work of the 
League, and we commend this,our home periodical, to the 
young people of our Church. 

We recommend that one evening be given to the Ep- 
worth League at each session of the Colorado Conference.

The apportionment to this conference 
for last year was $1476; the amount raised was $680; leaving 
a deficiency of $796. The apportionment for next year $1265. 
We regret to state that twenty-seven charges paid nothing to 
this fund during the past year.

Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society. 


The future of our country makes the work of this society 
a necessity. The Negro population of the Republic, which 
now numbers 10,000,000, and fifty per cent of which, over ten 
years of age,cannot read or write, must be reached by means 
of a Christian education and the Gospel, or the life of the 
Republic will be endangered. 

Besides these there isa large class, equally needy, of 
white people, whose future will be largely determined by the 
work of this and similar societies. 

The ties of a common brotherhood and of grace, as well 
as, the requirements of the Saviour’s golden rule require that 
we labor unceasing ly for the elevation of this people. 

‘The Methodist Episcopal Church has but one channel 
through which to labor in doing this work; that is the 
Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education Society. 

This society, through its fifty schools, is educating 10,000 
students and is equipping hundreds to become the leaders of 
the masses through the South in the years to come. No more 
important work is being done by any other agency of the 
church. Ten dollars pays for the instruction of a student 
for one year in one of these schools. The society greatly 
needs the funds to secure enlarged facilities, as well as to 
discharge its indebtedness of $200,000. If the apportionment 
to the Conferences were met for one year, one-half of the debt 
would be paid. This apportionment is but one-fifth of that 
to the cause of missions. Webelieve this Conference ought 
to raise the full amount asked of it. We will welcome the 
representatives of this society to our charges and pledge 
them a hearty co-operation in this work, ¥

Pastoral Address. 


To the Members of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 

Colorado Conference: ; 

Dear Brethren and Fellow Workers in the Church of God 
—Greeting. Weaddress you words of congratulation on the 
achievements of the past year and the auspicious outlook 
fortheimmediate future. Ourcongregations have withstood 
the stress of a period of financial depression, such as has not 
before been felt in ourcountry. Noneof our churches have 
been sold for debt. No important charge has been surren- 
dered. The pastors have remainedat their posts of'duty, and 
the congregations have stood by them most faithfully. Many 
precious souls have been converted and brought into the 
kingdom of God. Many sorrowing hearts have been com- 
forted. Our Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues have 
gained in numbers and efficiency. The clouds of financial 
depression arelnow shifting. The skyisclearing. Colorado, 
never without natural sunshine, is among the first of the 
commonwealths to feel the warming rays of returning pros- 
perity. 

We come to you as challengers, not to contest for physi- 
cal honors, but to emulation in holy endeavors. Shall not 
our Conference head the column for the advance movement 
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in spiritual, moral and philanthropic enterprises? Let us 
keep step with our enlarging opportunities. 


First—Shall we not begin early and plan largely for re- 
vival work? Soul winning should be our immediate and 
constant endeavor. Shall we not, by God’s grace, speedily 
put behind us the possibility of any in our respective charges 
saying, “No man careth for my soul.” While intellectual 
and social culture are urgent and should receive suitable at- 
tention, no polishing of the altar can take the place of the 
revival fires that belong thereon. Let us cherish the gra- 
cious name so deservedly earned by the early Methodists, viz. 
“The Revival Church,” until all men everywhere have been 
brought into the saving knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ, 


Second—May we not consider the present a favorable time 
for removing the last remains of indebtedness upon our 
church property, that our churches may be dedicated indeed 
and in truth to the worship of almighty God. 


Third—Let us give our hearts as lovers to our noble Uni- 
versity. There our sons and our daughters may receive in- 
struction of the highest order in preparatory, collegiate and 
professional training. There is no safer place, other than 
under the parental roof, for the youth of our commonwealth 
than atfUniversity Park. Religion, lofty ideals and educa- 
tional enthusiasm, unmixed with skepticism, sensual frivol- 
ity and temptations to vice, are there offered to the students 
seeking the inspiration of her halls. We should not cease 
to pray and to give in the interests of this school, while there 
are increasing demands for the highest education of the 
Greater West. 


fourth— Under the eye of the enlightened conscience, the 
liquor traffic, with its unabated horrors and its ever schem- 
ing methods for power,seems more and more monstrous. 
Have not Methodists in this commonwealth and nation, 
numbers, influence and grace sufficient to work the over- 
throw of so destructive an enemy. Let us lay hold of every 
method, having the promise of helpfulness in this battle for 
the sobriety of our citizenship and the safety of our homes. 
We cannot rest on our arms, much less compromise with 
. such a foe. We should wage the battle now, and wage it 
persistently until the victory is won for the sobriety and 
manhood of our race, 


Finally—Let us study the science of peace, and give our 
influence to the spread of the doctrine of a Christian brother- 
hood among men and among nations, until strikes and wars 
shall not be known, except in history, and till private and 
public disorders shall no longer exist in the abodes of men,

Homers. 


REV. JOHN W. LINN 


Was born in Andersville, Pa., Aug. 12th, 1855, and departed 
this life at Leadville, Colorado, Sept. 2nd, 1896. 

He was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in 1879,and soon after that was called of God to 
preach the Gospel. Being led in that direction, he sought 
the necessary qualifications for that great work and was 
graduated from the Garrett Biblical Institute in 1884. Soon 
after that he came to Colorado and took work in Denver un- 
der the Presiding Elder. At the next session of the Colorado 
Annual Conference, July 20th, 1895, he was received on Pro- 
bation. 

His appointments in the Conference were as follows :— 
Beckwith St. (now Fifth Avenue) and Simpson Mission, Raw- 
lins, Wyoming Ter., Leadville, Argo and Wheat Ridge, and 
Central City. 

He was re-appointed to this last charge by the Bishop, 
but a higher power transferred him to that country where 
the inhabitants never say, “I am sick;”’ where all tears are 
wiped away and sorrow shall come again no more. Whatan 
exchange it must have been from that bed of suffering to the 
rest and pure associations of his heavenly home! He said 
in the presence of the gathering shadow, “I have loved my 
Savior for years, but to-day I know for the first what it is to 
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have perfect peace,” and afterwards said, “It is all right- 
The Gospel I have preached to others sustains me now, and 
I have no fear.” 

He was a good preacher, enthusiastic and inspiring, 
so that he was able to enlist others in the good work of the 
Master, and many will rise up in eternity and bless God that 
through him they were brought to the Saviour. 

His former parishioners at Leadville gave every possible 
attention while sick, and exhibited great reverence for his 
memory while his body remained with them. His funeral 
services were held in Denver and the official board and mem- 
bers of Central City Church chartered two coaches to accom- 
modate the people who wished to pay a loving tribute to 
their beloved pastor, thus indicating what a strong hold he 
had upon the hearts of all who had known him. 

His home-life was ahappy one. Hewas married to Miss 
Kate Dobbins September 7th, 1886. As the result of this 
union five children were born to them, two having preceded 
him to the better land. His wife and three children, one 
boy and two girls, remain to mourn their loss, but are sus- 
tained under this great affliction by Divine graceand by the 
fact that “Jesus doeth all things well.’ The hope of a re- 
union is most comforting. 


REV. BENJAMIN F. TODD 


Was born in Mt. Vernon, Ohio, Oct. 13th, 1833, and departed 
to be with Christ, Oct. 5th, 1896, from his last pastorate at 
Castle Rock. Bro. Todd was one of those heroic souls, always 
ready to undertake any work, or to go anywhere for Christ 
and Hischurch. He was quiet and unassuming, but his faith _ 
having brought him in touch with the “Unseen” and into the 
richest experience of grace through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
he was firm as arock. His presence anywhere was a bene- 
diction, and no one went out from it without feeling that 
he had been made better by it. 

He came to us in 1888 from the Free Methodist Church, 
and excepting about one year, when he was in Kansas, has la- 
bored efficiently here in several different fields, where he has 
shown himself a worthy co-laborer and a “workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed.” He was an instructive and 
helpful preacher, and left an influence behind that is as 
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“ointment poured forth” on all the charges served. We can 
truly say: 
“We realize that there has gone from among us one, 
The blessing of whose quiet life 
Fell on us like the dew, 
And good tho’ts where his footsteps pressed

REV. JOEL F, SMITH 


Was born in Wilkes County, North Carolina, Nov. 4th, 1863, 
and passed away to occupy an heavenly “mansion” Oct. 6th, 
1896, from Salida, Colorado. He was converted when he was 
nine years of age, entered the ministry at seventeen, begin- 
ning his life work asa “Supply” on a circuit. He soon be- 
gan preparations for a more complete education, as a neces- 
Sary equipment for his great work. In five years’ time he 
completed an eight years’ work in the U. S. Grant University 
at Athens, Tenn., graduating from the classical and theolog- 
ical courses. For three years he filled the presidency of 
Fairview College in his native state, then, longing for the 
pastorate, he resigned and was transferred to Oklohoma. 
His charges there were: Perkins, First Church, Guthrie, and 
a Presiding Eldership for a little over one year. In 1895, be- 
cause of failing health, he came to Colorado. For several 
months he filled acceptably the appointment at Erie and was, 
at the last session, assigned to the pastorate of Salida, butin 
which he was not permitted to preach, as his health wholly 
failed on his arrival there. 

Bro. Smith had lofty ideals, which he sought to realize 
by a thorough consecration to the cause and work of his 
Lord. The mind of the Master was his,and his spirit was 
so sweet one could not help loving him. Had not the fires 
of his zeal burned so brightly he might be here now. He 
was an able preacher, an untiring pastor ; and many trophies 
were won for his Master during his ministry. His end was 
that of the “righteous.”

For ashort timeassociated with us herein Conference fellow- 
ship, entered the traveling ministry in Missouri in 1881, and 
has, by a life of entire consecration and Christly activity, 
-demonstrated his fitness for this fellowship. He served the 
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pastorates at Rocky Ford and Colorado City, each for a brief 
term, and madea record here of a brother beloved in the 
faith and work of our risen Lord. 

Failing health caused his transfer to this Conference, 
which was made in 1895, and the health of his family induced 
his return to Missouri in January, 1897. In May following, 
his son, Clarence, on whose account largely, he returned, 
fell sweely asleep in Jesus saying, “We'll never say good- 
bye in heaven!” 

And now the father has gone to meet him and to render 
his account to his Lord. Our loss, we believe, is his gain.

Samuel L. Todd, a probationer, whose life among us had 
exemplified beautifully the spirit of our holy religion, and 
Mrs. G. PF. Mead, wife of the pastor supplying Yuma, who by 
her sweetness of spirit and fullness of Christian grace man- 
ifested in her life, won a place in the hearts of all who knew 
her, both of whom had departed to be with Christ, were each 
remembered in appropriate memoirs by the committee. 

Touching mention was also made of the lives of Ray 
Chamberlain, Arthur B. Steele, who in young manhood 
passed on full of faith and peace. Also ofthe children of Rev. 
and Mrs. G. A. W. Cageand Rev. and Mrs. N. H. Lee, claimed 
by our Saviour and removed to enjoy the Kingdom above.

Report of the Denver City Missions. 


Aside from the large work done last year in the building 
of chapels, the work of this year has been much in advance 
of last in current expenses, and there has been steady ad- 
vance in all departments. Again have Mrs. Bishop Warren 
and her daughters given $500 toward student pastors’ sala- 
ries; and the Trinity Epworth League and other young peo- 
ple have aided materially. The Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society repeated their generosity; and personal gifts in a 
private way have helped the treasury. Aid from all our 
people is greatly needed to sustain this most important field 
of Denver Methodism.

MINUTES OF ANNUAL MERTING. 


Three meetings of this Association were held in the par- 
lors of the parsonageat Colorado Springs during the session 
of the Annual Conference; Mrs. B. T. Vincent, President, in 
the chair. 

The attendance was the largest and the re-union the most 
delightful of any session since the organization of the Asso- 
ciation. Those who have been long in the work in this Con- 
ference, but who had not looked into each other’s faces for 
years, clasped glad hands; while our sisters who have more 
recently come among us were gladly welcomed and carefully 
introduced, so that no one could feel herself a stranger. 

The devotional exercises, consisting of scripture reading, 
song and prayer, were most impressive and helpful.
